TO GIVE TENANTS A REBT, . 

Tho M. 0, H. recommended that cleans- 
ing oporations should be anspended for 
the present in the city and at Kowloon. 
Dr Olark explained that wo hed now 
practically come to the end of the phgus 
acason and he thought it would ba well to 
give the tenanta a rest, This was agreed to. 

SUGUISTION THROWN OUT, 

hp Colonial Veterinary Surgeon recom- 
mended thay the inspectors of markers and 
slau jhter honses should be given sutbority 
to enter premises for the inapection of food. 
The President did not think that it was 
necessary for the inspectors of cattle depots 
and slaughtor houaes to have the authority 
but thought it might be extended to the 
two market inspectors. 

Mr Boopor wna against the proposal. He 
waa doubtful whether they had done right 
in giving tbe authority to » number of 
subordinate officera as they had already 
done. This was done, however, and he 
would stand hy it, but there wae not the 
slightest rowon why the authority abould 
be extended to inspactors of slaughter 
houses and cattle depots. Hon. Mr Hewett 
agreed with Mr Hooper and considered that 
the suggestion should be thrown out. It 
wae desided to take no action in the matter. 

420011 CONCRETE. 

The President woved the adaptian of the 
report made hy ¥ committee (consisting of 
himself and Mr Shelton Hooper) lately 
appointed to inspect sixteen houses that 
were recantly ordered to be re-concreted at 
Kowloon, Tho report was not available to 
the press but we gather that thr committee 
decided against the Board’a officers and 
held that reconcreting was unnecessary. 
The concrete, we believe, was found to bo 
of good quality and only surface repairs 
were considered necessary. 

Mr Hooper seconded the motion for ed- 


honor Ha-took the opportunity, in doing 


ao, to call the attention of the Board to the 
way in which complaints were msde and 
the means taken to roctify them. They had 
twa cases before them, one of the sixteen 
houses at Mongkok and the other-of two 
European houees at Kowlota, Taking the 
Mongkok houses first they were built in 
recordance with the Jaw and under the 
supervision of an authorized architect, who 
had good knowledge of good and bad 
material—at leaat they might presume 
that he had from the training he had bad 
while in the service of tho Hon. Director 
of Public Works. In this case a com 
piaint was sont in by 4 senior iaspector 
tha: these flours were out of order. The 


great oxponsa which was absolutely in- 
iquitous, He moved—-‘'That in future 
eases where the surface conorete of yards 
is broken or ia considered uneatiafactoty, 
and where a difference of upinion existe 
batween the Sanitary Board and the 
P.W.D., that the landlord be called upon 
to repair such yards and not to reconarete 
them, . . iE 
The Directors of Public Works said 
roféretcs had been made to differences of 
opinion between officers of the Sanitary and 
Pablic Waka Departments. Concrating 
of floors was entirely under the control of 
the Board and tha Publio Works Depart-’ 
ment did not como inte collision with the 
Board's men in the matter, The P:W.D, 
were sometimes asked to make inspections 
for the purpose of giving their opinion on 
the conditions of different floors, otherwise 
they had really nothing to do with the 
matter, 

The adoption of the report wes carried 
firet and Me Yau Cho Pak seconded Mr 
Humphreys’ motion. Mr Hewett agreed 
with tho idea but thought the motion would 
only make the position more complicated. 

After discussion the motion was with- 
drawn pon Mfr Hewett stating that the 
question should be the subject of s report, 
by the Commission. The Commission, Ms 
Hewett stated, had already found several 
similar instances in which tho Ordinances 
appoared to contradict themsolves.

Ransom of $10,000 Paid.

American Officer Shot from 
a, French Oruiser. 


Bays the Ohefuo Daily Newa of the 20th’

A distressing accident by which Lieuten- 
avt Clarence England, navigating officer of 


the U.S, cruiser ** Chattanooga” loat his} 


life, occurred yestordsy torning shortly 
before 11. o'clock, From all: secounts it 
appears that the * Chattanooga" was un- 
der way fof the targes range juat outeide 
the hurbour. To get from hoe anchorage 


Jto the target range she was obliged to 


traverse #. course along the line of, the | 
Fronch squadron. The two Fqusdrons are

The “Chattanoogs” on passing the 
“ Dapetit Thouars,” and after having ber 
side hit three or four times with ricoohetor 
direct fire bullets, whistled to the French. 
man to let hor know that the ‘‘Chattanooga”. 
waa in danger. ‘I'he werning came too late, 
however. Before the * Uhattanooga” was 
out of rifle range, -Tieutenant . England, 
who was on tho bridge, had been hit. 

The injured man called to those qur- 
rounding him, and it was found that he had 
been saverely wounded a bullet having 
entered the lower portion of his back and 
emerged from a position just under the 
arm. 

The wounded officer failed to realize at 
first what had occurred, calling to the 
quartermaster, ‘‘ What hag hitme"? “E 
think you have been bit by a bullet,” was 
the reply, as the officer reeled, weakencd 
by the shock, "I know it waa bullet,” 
quickly added the quartermaster, as the 
oozing blood confirmed the fears of those 
who aurrounded their navigator.

ANGLO-RUSSIAN UNDER- 
. STANDING. 

Its Disadvantages Summarised. 

There lins beon a great deal of talk of 
late, especially on the Continent, about an 
Anglo-Russian. alliance, and the German 
poiut of view is the one that has usually 
been taken. But there is, it may be 
remarked, an English point of view os 
well, and in this month’a Empire Review 
Mr. Edward Dicey summarises the disad- 
vantages which would arise from the 
suggested Anglo-Russian sntenfe. France 
is very anxious that it should be brought 
into the range of practical politics because 
it would isolate Germany, and perhaps lead 
to the restoration of Alsace-Lorrine to 
France or the conversion -of those two 
provinces into a nentral state. Russia 
would also welcome nn understanding 
which might tend indirectly to detach us 
from our alliance with Japan, and which 
would confer moral power on her after her 
disastrous dofeats in Manchuria and her 
unrest and disturbance at home. But the 
advantages which it would bring to usare, | 
to say the least, dubions, England is sow 
in finance, repute, and administration, while 
Risin emphatically is not, and therefore 
the reciprocity—as the Irishman said— 
would be all on one side,-and ‘that side not

A Disohssion at Yokohama. 

In view of the recent Sunday cricket 
matches at Kobe, it is of interest to note, 
says the Kole Herald, that correspondence 
concerning the propriety of out-door games 
on Sunday is appenring in some of the 
Yokohama papers. A correspondent who

‘Oné- of the players 
when asked to join, ssid *2 wouldn't do it 
on Sundsy if I were at home, nor if my 
people were heré, but under the present 
cirenmetenees I will! “Why should he 
be ashamed, or have any hesitation, when 
he has Church trustees and a bishop to 
commend his Sunday cricket? And why, 
iE it ba virtuous and right to play cricket 
on Bundsya, do not the local papers give 
the players full credit for theie good 
conduct by annduncing the matches before- 
hand aud reporting them fully afterwards? 
There is anotbor match planacd for next 
Sunday, and one which should be popular, 
—whg not, announce it a8 freoly as the 
match for Saturday 7” 

We note that the Japan Mail does not 
reply to these pertinent questions. There 
geems some reason to think that the newa- 
papers rather than the players are respon- 
eible for the suppression of the dates, for 
it ia a rather odd fact that in reproducing 
from Kobe journala the fteporta of the firet 
Hong match here, most, if not all, the 
Yokohama papers .omitted-ro state that it 
was played on Sundsy. One at least of 
them went go far as to declare it took place 
on a Saturdsy, --Possibiy our northern 
contemporsriea wished to prevent the 
players of Yokchama from being corrupted 
by Kobe's example.

The Bombay Gatetie basvan: interesting 
article on the first printing Press establish- 
edon Bombay Ieland. It was on the Sth 
January, 1670, that the following letter. 
was addressed by the Deputy-Governor 
and Council of Bombay to the Court of 
Directors in London :—‘t Bhimgeo Parrack 
(Parakn) makes his humble request to you 
that you would please to send out an able 
printer to Bombay, for that he hath 
curiosity and earnest inclination to have 
some of the Brahminy writing’ in 
Print; and for the said Printer’s en- 
couragement he is williig to allow bim 
£60 stirling a your for throe ‘yeara 
and also to be at the charges of 
toola and instruments nocesrary for him. 
And in case thet will not be be enflicient he 
hombly refers it-to your Prudence to agroa 
with the ssyd Printer according as you 
ghall sea good, and promises to allow what 
yonshall enorder. Tis not improbable that 
this curiosity of his may tend to o common’ 
good, and by the industry uf some- 
searching spirits produce discoverys. out 
of those or other ancient manuscripts 
of these parts’ which may be asefal 
or at Jeast greatfull to Posterity.” Tha. 
letter or request for the printer who was to 
save “the Brabminy writings” from obli- 
vion, reaching London after many months, 
waa warmly welcomod by the Directors, 
qho -replied on the.
